I was struck by the irony of. a 


policeman's letter to a 
national 


magazine the other day. 
•if'The magazine had run an "ex- 
pose" article reporting 
on 
the 
temptations that sometimes 
lead 


a big-city cop to "go 
crooked." 


The policeman's letter said 
the 


effect of the article 
was 
this: 


When he was invited to speak be- 
fore an Eastern high school some 
of the boys asked him how to get 
•oiv.the force "so we can pick up 
that easy money." 


But cynicism is more a matter 


of words than of deeds. For words 
are cheap. You can doubt the an- 
^ie'ht virtues of honesty, courage 
"md loyally to a public oath, 
all 


you want to — in words. But for 
those who 
translate treacherous 
thoughts into criminal action the 
odds are very good they will be 
caught; and the penalty of being 
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caught is scandal, disgrace, 
prison.

The high school boys who kid- 


ded the earnest cop when he was 
trying to make a speech to them 
knew as well as the cop did that 
the magazine not only told about 
graft but also what happened to 
Jhthe grafters. They went to prison 
— while the great majority of their 
fellow officers went on patrolling 
the city to the best of their ability, 
proof against the temptation a few 
weak ones fell for. 
You find the same story 
un- 


rolling on the front pages of

No immediate relief from the un- 
seasonable heat appeared in pros-] 
pcct. Temperatures climbed into 
the 90's over the parched 
areas 


yesterday.' 


Soaking rains are needed in the 


parched areas, both to 
alleviate 


the danger of forest . fires and to 
help the wilting crops and pasture 
lands. 


In Massachusetts alone, the hot, 
dry weather has caused an 
esti- 


mated $5,000,000 damage to crops. 
Hay and vegetable crops have suf- 
fered the most damage. John Chan- 
'dler, Massachusetts agriculture 
commissioner, 
said 
the

lay crop is scorched 
and

.sn't growing." Farm officials fear 
a milk shortage later as well 
as 
other damaging effects to the dairy 
industry because of damage to hay 
and pasture land.

New Welfare 
Departments

Washnigton June 22 — (JP)— Presi 


dent Truman wants to create a 
brand 
new 
government 
depart- 


ment called the department of wel- 
fare. 


This was one of the seven plans 


he laid before congress this week 
as part of a:program to reorganize 
the government and make it 
run 
better. 


To understand why he did this 


and the background of it imagine 
you're looking at a chart of 
the 


government's make-up. -You start 
with: 


The 
big 
d e p a r tm e n t s 
whose heads are members of the 
President's cabinet: • - . ' 
State justice, labor, commerce, 
treasury and the military estab- 
agriculture, 
interior, 
pogtoffice 
treasury and the military estab- 
lishment (army navy airforce). 


2. Then you see the big 
inde- 


pendent agencies and commissions 
which stand alone not connected 
with any department such as: 


The federal 
security 
agency; 
civil service commission; and the 
interstate commerce 
commission. 


3. Then you see swarms of small- 


er agencies and bureaus tucked 
away inside of 
(because they're 
part of) the departments and the 
big independent agencies such as: 


The federal bureau of investiga- 


,tion (FBI) in the justice depart- 
ment; the U. S. office of education 
in the federal security administra- 
tion (FSA). 
v 


Those big independent agencies 


created from time to time to fit 
some special need 
have 
grown 


with the years in size and 
im- 
portance. 


The FSA -for instance with 35- 


000 employes in bigger than three 
government departments: 


The labor department has only 


3500 employes; the state depart- 
ment has 20000; the justice 
: depart- 
ment 26000. Next in size is the 
commerce department with 40000. 


Now Mr. Truman wants to create 


a new government department by 
changing the name of the FSA to 
that of the department of welfare 
The FSA was established 'in 1939 
but Mr. Truman says creation of 
a department of welfare is long 
overdue. Why? He says 
of 
the 
FSA: 


"The central purpose of the FSA 


is the conservation and develop- 
ment of the human resources 
of 


the nation. . . The range of 
its 


programs and the significance 
of 
their impact 
on national 
de- 


velopment obviously entitle it to a 
place in the highest rank of fed- 
eral organizations." 


The FSA.now has a number of 
agencies under its wing. If it be- 
came the department of welfare 
Mr. Truman would want it to keep 
those agencies which pronjote the 
health welfare and social security 
of the people. 


For example the department of 


welfare would keep these agencies 
which the FSA Has now: 


U. S. pu b 1 i c health 
service; 


social s e c u r i t y administration; 
U. S. office of education; food and 
drug administration,; and the bu- 
reau of employes'

Mr. Truman points out the idea 
that a welfare department is need- 
ed, is not new: 
President Harding 
suggested it 


in 1923; and a special committee 
appointed by President Roosevelt 
in 1937 recommended 
a ' dpart- 
ment of social welfare. 


And the Hoover commission —a 


special 
12-man 
commission 
ap- 


pointed by congress and headed by 
former President Hoover to suggest 
ways of making the government 
run smoother — recently 
recom- 
mended; 


Setting up a government depart- 


ment to handle the social security 
and education jobs' of the govern- 
ment. 


Mr. Truman's plan doesn't fol- 


low in every detail 
the 
recom- 


mendations of the Hoover com- 
mission.

Syphilis Germs Work So Quietly 
That It Sometimes Takes Years 
tb Detect Developing Trouble 


Director,- Division 
of Venereal 


Disease Control, Arkansas State 


Board of Health 


Little Rock, June 20 (SpU 
— 


Syhilis germs work so quietly that 
sometimes it is 10, 20 or even 30 
years before the victim 
of . this 
scourge of'a disease begins .to 
develop heart 
trouble, 
paralysis, 
blindness, insanity or almost any 
other ailment known to medical 
practice.. 
. 
Here in Arkansas most of our 


syphilis cases are to be found in 
the eastern and southern ; counties 
— though anybody anywhere can 
have it — and these counties with 
a high Negro population are get- 
ting a large share • of 
attention 
these days. Right now, the 
Ar- 
kansas State Board, of Health, as- 
sisted by the U. S. Public Health 
Service is pushing a campaign to 
get folks to have their blood test- 
ed. For this is the only way 
to 


make sure that you do not 
have 


syphilis. Private physicians and all 
local health .departments are mak- 
ing this simple test. 


With an awakened public opinion 


on one hand and penicillin on the 
other we have hopes of cutting Ar- 
kansas' high syphilis rate consider- 
ably below the present estimated 
eight per cent. 


When syphilis broke out in Eur- 


ope shortly after Columbus return- 
ed from newly-discovered America, 
mercury was introduced as treat- 
ment. At first, they rubbed it into 
the patient's skin. Legitimate phy- 
sicians were cautious because mer- 
cury had long been known as a 
deadly poison but the quacks pro- 
mised quick cures and • by 
ad- 


ministering huge doses killed their 
victims in short order. One of 
the milder results of this kind. of 
treatment was salivation, and loss 
of teeth in those days .was a ser- 
ious matter because 
store-bought 
dentures were.not yet invented. 
"Every Man His Own Doctor," 
was the title of a book printed in 
America in 1730 but the best re- 
commendation it could make to 
the unfortunate who were writh- 
ing in the last states of syphilis 
was to quit eating meat, drinking 
whiskey, "and be careful of catch- 
ing cold." 


Then there followed many oth- 


er concoctions such as sumac root, 
inner bark of pine, bark of the 
Spanish oak and pills made 
up 


from turpentine and deer dung in 
equal quantities. 
Mercury, how- 
ever, remained the best medicine 
for syphilis but it was not 
until 
around 1900 that doctors learned to 
use it in very 
small 
amounts. 


Along about 1887 physicians started 
infecting syphilis patients with ma- 
laria and tuberculin to 
produce 
fever that would cook the deadly 
germs and if not kill thorn at least 
slow down their development. 


Bismuth came in in 1889 and it 
together with mercury and potas- 
sium iodide are still employed by 
.some practicioners along with ar- 
senic and 'penicillin.

In theory it seemed to me to hold 
a vague vision of good even though 
study of the union system plainly 
showed any unemotional 
student 
that the individual would have to 
submit to "militant" executives of 
the unions claiming to act in the 
interest of the majority. I was 
hopeful against the weight of evi- 
dence and the .force of reason. The 
false idea that unionism can ope- 
rate without constant gross injus- 
tice to many and without challeng- 
ing the authority of government 
has been beaten .down. The acts of 
unions in prao/tical experience, 
it is brutal, 
ruthless 
'and 
im- 
moral. 


This ordeal under the Wagner act 


•was an experiment. Like prohibi- 
tion, it had a long, more-than-fair 
trie! and, like prohibition, ,it failed 
And still like prohibition, its our- 
pose was not noble 
but 
selfish 
coercive and hostile the rights of 
the people. 


I am afraid we will have to con- 
tinue to endure unionism until evo- 
lution and 
intelligence 
give 
us 
something b e t t e r . 
There may 
never be any way discovered to 
equalize 
the 
individual 
worker 


With the soulless corporation short 
of outright fascism. That seems to 
be the most efficient solution and 
i observe that our union move- 
ment in both the A. F. of L. and 
<-. 1. O., strongly imitates fascism. 
A man isn't a name but a number. 
He can be traded in masses from 
employer 
to 
employer, 
-like 
a 


brute, he 
doesn't 
"select" 
his 


union. He is traded, sold by the 
head, in jurisdictional deals. 


This should be the beginning of 
a transition away from unionism. 
We must tolerate it 
during 
the 


transition because to put it down 
absolutely all at once would cause 
disorder. But while enduring it we 
should break the will of unionism, 
make it bow to the superior will 
of the people and the authority of 
government. That will

for 


rough, uncompromising treatment 
and constant reminders that unions 
have no more right to commit

,The 
Norris - La 
Guardia law 
should be 
replealed. 
That 
one 


makes it impossible to get injunc- 
tions to prevent rioters from com- 
mitting treason against the states 
and other mass-crimes. Frankfur- 
ter clandestinely wrote that 
law 


and it has been a very bad source 
ot trouble not only because it pro- 
moted crime in the streets but be- 
cause it expressed an attitude of 
toleration by the government to- 
ward groups enjoying the special 
privilege of mocking society 
The 


restraint of trade law should be 
made to apply to 
boycotts 
and 
picket lines. 


The Wagner act, passed by Roo- 


sevelt for partisan political advant- 
age, brought unions to the peak of 
their evil power. But, at the same 
time, it emboldened the great boss 
goons, Bridges, Murray, Lewis and 
Green to dure acts of outrage so

against unionism. The Wagner act 
reacted against itself.
